OPEN MEETING 
iL Chairman's Remarks 
(i) Mr. Duff referred with sorrow to the recent death of Mr. G. M. Hobart and 
referred to his great service to the University community. The Secretary was 
instructed to write to the family on behalf of the Board expressing the Board's 
sympathy. 
(il) The Chairman expressed the Board's gratitude to Mr. D. W. McNaughton for 


supplying the wine. The Chancellor undertook to express the Board's thanks to 
Mr. McNaughton. 


2. Minutes of the Previous Meeting (April 12, 1979) 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Minutes of the previous meeting were adopted 
as circulated. 


3. Committee Reports 


(i) Development Fund Campaign Committee 


The Chairman reported that $85,000 had already been collected in the new 
campaign, that internal contributions and contributions from alumni were up from 
last year and that the drive in Toronto was going very well indeed.

Nominating Committee 


Mr. McEntyre presented the Report of the Nominating Committee, which may be 
summarized as follows: 


1. Of the four Governors due to retire in 1979, Mr. Dawson and Mr. Malone 
had accepted a seat on the Advisory Board; Mr. Bourgault and Mr. 
McEntyre were nominated for another term. 


2 The two new members nominated to the Board were Mr. Reginald 
Groome, President of Hilton of Canada and prominent in the Boy Scouts 
movement in Canada, and Mr. Pierre MacDonald, Vice-President of the 
Bank of Montreal in charge of the Quebec Region. 


3. Mr. C. A. Duff was nominated as Chairman of the Board, Mr. G. T. 
Fisher was nominated as Ist Vice-Chairman and Mrs. B. J. Lande was 
nominated as 2nd Vice-Chairman. 


Mr. McEntyre moved the adoption of the Report. His motion was seconded by 
the Chancellor and carried. Mr. McEntyre suggested that for the next year it might 
be wise not to have on the Nominating Committee Governors who were due to 
retire at the end of the year. 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors

Professor G. Martin moved the appointment of Mr. David Chan of the Dean of 
Students Office to replace Mr. Jack Hopkins on the S.G.W. Students' Association 
University Centre Inc. His motion was seconded and carried. 


Father Graham referred to the Summer School registration. The total number of 
degree students had increased over last year. There are at present 7,533 
registrants, an increase of about 3.6%. This is not the final figure for this year. 
Commerce, Engineering and Communications studies are the favourite choices of 
applicants. 


In answer to a question, Professor Martin replied that the new Fine Arts facilities 
downtown would be ready for the fall session. 


Graduate Students Association - Elections 


The Chairman had received two letters complaining of irregularities in the recent elections 
of the G.S.A. He referred the letters to the Vice-Rector, Administration and Finance for 
investigation. 


New Business 


(i) (A) Concordia University Students’ Association (CUSA) 


Professor Martin submitted a Notice of Motion, in accordance with By-law Article 38 to 
amend the by-laws to replace By-law Article 12, Section C(i) through C(iv) by the 
following: 


"C (i) Four Governors who shall be nominated from among its student members 
by the Concordia University Students Association in a manner that ensures 
appropriate representation of both Day and Evening students. 


C (v) concerning the Graduate Students Association is to be renumbered C(ii). 


At the Chancellor's suggestion, it was agreed that Prof. Martin would include in the 
Notice of Motion, the By-laws which were being replaced. The amendment will be voted 
on at the June meeting of the Board. 


(i) (B) CUSA Resolution 


A resolution on the establishment of CUSA had been circulated at the meeting, Professor 
Martin reported that the constitution was still under review by legal counsel but was 
expected to be completed shortly. In the interim, legal counsel had prepared the following 
resolution, which was before the Board: 


"WHEREAS the various associations representing both full and part-time 
students on the Sir George Williams and Loyola campuses of Concordia 
University have mutually agreed to form a single association to be called the 
Concordia University Students' Association and to represent all undergraduate 
students at the University; 


WHEREAS the creation of such an association had been approved by the students 
at a referendum held during the period of February 26 - March 8, 1979; 


WHEREAS a draft constitution for the said association has been prepared by the 
students; 


WHEREAS counsel representing the students and the University are studying the 
said draft with a view to having a final version ready for submission to the Board 
as soon as possible, but no later than September.,; 


WHEREAS a Legislative Council was elected during voting period April 2 - 5, 
1979, and Louis H. Francescutti and Agop Der Khatchadurian were elected 
co-presidents of the new association; 


WHEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: 


THAT the Board approve the creation of a new association, to be called the 
Concordia University Students' Association, to represent all the undergraduate 
students at Concordia, and that this association replace the D.S.A., L.S.A., 
P.T.S.A., and C.U.P.T.S.A. in such representation; 


THAT the Board recognize the election of Louis H. Francescutti and Agop Der 
Khatchadurian and the Legislative Council of the Association and their authority 
to carry out all such functions as may be necessary pending approval of a 
constitution; 


THAT the Board authorize representatives of the University administration to 
take whatever measures are necessary to facilitate the orderly transfer of assets 
from the various former students’ associations to the new Concordia University 


Students' Association." 


Professor Martin moved the adoption of the -resolution and his motion was seconded by 
Mr. Lajoie. 


The Chairman volunteered the services of the Board in any way which might be helpful, 
but pointed out that the budget could not be exceeded. 


After some discussion, the motion was put to the vote and carried. 
The Notice of Motion was noted. 


(11) Revised Composition of the Engineering Faculty Council 


A revised composition of the Engineering Faculty Council, which had been passed by 
Senate on April 27, 1979, also had been circulated to the Board. 


It was moved, seconded and carried that the Board approve the revised composition of 
the Engineering Faculty Council as outlined in the document from Senate, DOC 
US-79-3-D6. 


(iii) Science College Proposal 


The Board had before it the following resolution, which had been passed by the Senate on 
April 27, 1979: 


"THAT Senate approve the creation of a Science College as outlined in Senate document 
US-79-3-D10, excluding all references to the B.A. Specialization in Science and 
Journalism, and subject to the U.C.C.C. recommendations on page 3 of document 
US-79-3-D15, and send it on to the Board of Governors for approval - the date of actual 
implementation to be determined by the Board on recommendation of the Rector." 


Professor Martin moved the adoption of this proposal as set out in the resolution and his 
motion was seconded by Provost Wall and carried. 


(iv) Resolution Concerning the Forthcoming Vacancy on The Board of Governors 


This resolution referred to the vacancy which would be created when the position of 
Vice-Rector and Principal of Loyola Campus came to an end with Father Graham's 
retirement. 


The Chairman thought that the filling of this vacancy and hence this resolution needed a 
great deal of thought and thorough consideration, and at his suggestion, it was tabled. 


Th Any Other Business 
The Chairman drew attention to the dates of the Spring Convocations which were listed 


on the Agenda and also to the meeting of the Executive Committee on May 24th at 12 
noon in Room 762 of the Hall Building. 


8. Date, Time and Place of the Next Meeting 


The next meeting of the Board will take place on Thursday, June 14, 1979, at 12:00 noon 
in the Hall Building, SGW Campus.
